The noted blind preacher, the Rev. 


Willsam H. Kilburn, hcs boon chosen

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Lo.vDOV, Doc. 6—Monday night's dis- 


patches show that negotiations for a settle- 
ment by Sorvia, and Bulgaria without thu 
intervention of tho larger states aro proceed- 
ing satisfactorily and that tlio outlook for » 
peaceful solution of tlio difficulty is more 
favorable than at any timo siuco the out- 
break of tho war. Tho Servian proposals 
Imndud to Prince Alexander by special 
envoy are that upon tho with drawal of tlio 
Bulgarian nrmy from Servian territory, the 
Servian troops- operating in tho direction of 
Widdin shall retire. Tho decision as to in- 
demnity or acquisition of territory, on either 
s:do is then to bo left unreservedly with the 
conference of tho powers. 


Tbo Porto Las forwardod two important 


messnges to Princo Alexander. One warns 
him that tho armistice must bo continue! 
mail tho powers decido otherwise, and Unit 
ho IIUH no power to conclude final terms of 
pence irrespective of tlio powers, though ho 
may arrange wth King Milan the basis of 
a complete cessation of hostilities. Tho 
other promises to carefully consider Bul- 
garia's request to refrain from sending tho 
governmental cessation into Roumulin, and 
to withdraw tho commission already sent to 
.Philipopolis. 
Tho popular animosity in 


Roumolla against these Turkish agents in- 
creases every day, and threatens to result in 
another revolt against an attempt to restore 
tho Ottoman yoke. Slass-aieotings aro bold 
daily, at which popular orators exhort tho 
people- not to lot tholi- liberty, so nearly 
rotiH/ed, bo snatched from their grasp by 
tho wily Turk. 


Tho governments of Great Britain, Franco 


and Italy have united ill a joint note to 
Servia urging her to conclude poaco with 
Bulgaria upon tho beat obtainable terms, 


A dispatch from Vionna to Tbo Standard 


states that it is expected there that Austria 
will summon a European conference to de- 
cit'.o upon terms of peace between Sorvia 
nnd Bulgaria. 


Treaty negotiations have boon sot on foot 


by Austria, based upon recognition of tho 
occupation of Eastern Roumelia and Bul- 
garia, and future territoral compensation 
in Macedonia fur Sorvia. 
The emperor of 


Austria has forwarded his decision on tho 
peace proposals submitted 
to 
him by 


Servia and Bulgaria to King Milan and 
Prince Alaxiiader. 
It is understood that 


Austria advises Princo Alexander to f orogo 
tho war indemnity aud withdraw from 
Sorvin, und Servia iu return to withdraw 
from Bulgaria and recognize tbo union of 
Bulgaria mid eastern Hournolia, being guar- 
anteed territorial compensation elsewhere 
hereafter, 


English influence is again prodomiuant at 


tho palace. Tho sultan is advised to send ;i 
note to tho powers, proposing tho autonomy 
of Roumelia. England adheres to tho crea- 
tion of a neutral free state guaranteed 
by tho powers. Tho iwrto defers action 
pending the result o! Austria's uoto to Servia 
and Bulgaria. 


All offensive and defensive ailianco be- 


tween Servia and Bulgaria, against Turkey, 
is declared to bo simply a question of time. 


llosult of tuo English Elections. 


LONDON, Doc, 8.—Tho result of the Eng- 


lish balloting Is still very even. The Liber- 
als, according to tho. latest flguro obtainable, 
are two members aheud of the oimbiaed op- 
position of tbo Tories and Irish. The Liber- 
als expect to net 4 more out of the 23 seats 
yet to lx) filled, giving them a clear major- 
ity of 7. Already Mr. Parnoll is beginning 
to hint in interviews at what price he is 
willing to give Mr. Gladstone his support, 
and raako the Liberal ministry strong 
enough to dory any defection In its ranks. 


Lord Salisbury has decided to submit tho 


question of continuance in office, to a meet- 
ing of tbe party at Arlington house. Ho 
favors throwing tbo responsibility o£ gov- 
ernment on Mr. Gladstone, on the ground 
that the Liberal majority can not bo hold 
together till tho end of April, and that res- 
ignation and a readjustment of parties be- 
fore tho second session of tho new parlia- 
ment is inevitable. 


Tho report that Parnell has made over- 


tures to the Liberals is dismissed with the 
statement that Gladstone, Chamberlain and 
Hartington are resolved to keep fror- from 
entanglement with the ParnoUitcs. Tho Na- 
tionalists will bo expected to voto for or 
ngdinst tho Liberal party as they may hap- 
pen to think best for tho intorests_ of Ire- 
land 
Mr. Gladstone is explicit" on this 


point, and puts his foot down emphatically 
on any other understanding. Ho wants no 
more Kihr.aiiiham treaties. 


Lord Randolph Churchill lias drafted it 


scheme for Irish homo rule, tho basis of 
which, it is reported, is tho formation of 
four provincial councils, with a central 
touncil at Dublin, to deal with local legisla- 
tion (ind taxation, but without power M in- 
terl'oro with tarills, police, or military ad- 
ministration.

PAIUS, Dec. S.—A young French girl was 


bitten by a mod dog last October. Re- 
cently her parents brought her to Dr. Pas- 
teur for treatment by- his new system. Tho 
patient was duly inoculated with attenuated 
virus, hut she died soon afterward in great 
agony and with all the symptoms of hydro- 
phobia plainly uxhibitcd. Dr. Pasteur ex- 
plains his failure by saying that thirty-six 
days had been allowed to elapse after tho 
girl was bitten before she was inoculate.! 
aud therefore the incubation poriod had ex- 
pired. He claims that tho failure proves 
nothing against his system, but shows only 
that the treatment was applied too late, 


An Engagement on tho ^llu. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—News from Cairo is to 


tho effect that » second engagement has 
boon fought between, the British force on 
tho Kile and tho advancing Arabs under El 
Mahdi's ambitious successor, and that thu 
British were victorious, but have thought it 
best to retain an entrenched position on both 
banks of tho river in anticipation of a re- 
newal of the attack. Reinforcements have 
been forwarded to them.

He speaks of the purities and 
impurities of ^water, and bis remarks 
should ta interesting to every citizen> 
especially at tbis time, whin the question 
of adopting a system of .water works is 
being agitated. People who (rely wholly 
upon cistern wator, and those having 


twella in the thickly settled portions of 
the city, will do well to read with care: 
•'Chemically pure water consists of two 
gases, oxygen and hydrogen, in tho pro. 
portion of 88.9 of the former gto 1] .1 of 
the latter, or 2 measures hydrogen to 
1 of oxygen. However, chomitolly pure 
water is neither desirable nur obtainable 
for ordincry public and domesdc up.' s, 
In tliat state it is nusuited to the various 
ends of communities nnd individuals. 
All investigation teaches tbat tho puaeet 
waters aro generally ^found in miming 
streams. 


"Notwithstanding their occasional tur- 


bidity from suspended sediments, they 
promote more readily the precipitation 
of impurities -Hid present a fitoater sur 
•face for the o.xoJized influence of UIL- at- 
mosphere. 


"Rain-wilier at ILe time of its transi- 


tion from vapor to nater, may bo con- 
sidered pure, but betoie reaching tbo 
earth, ospe :ia!ly in populous manufac- 
turing dirtricis, it absorbs and carries 
with it poisonous gases and other atmos- 
pheric impurities, and we accordingly 
have pure air after "rcfrosbmfi siiowcru," 
while cistern waters become proportion- 
ately impure, and] emit unpleasant odors 
when kept coi fired in closely covered 
cisterns. The great solvent properties 
of water render it an attractive receptn. 
olo for citrnnecus solids and gases, 
While percolating the earth it absorbs 
both animal and vegetable impurities. 
Surface impurities are found both in 
suspension and solution. 
Suspended 


impurities usually impart turbidity or 
color to the water, and are removed by 
subsidence or filterr.tioxi, whiie thoeo in 
solution can be removed only by distilla- 
tion.
